Sidetracks 
2 Tax Cuts

The House Ways and Means | — 
Committee Tuesday sidetracked | 
—at least temporarily—two tax- 
cutting bills bitterly opposed by 
the Griffin administration. 

The bills, which would cut state 
tax revenue by about $20,000,000 
annually, were shuttled to a sev- 
en-man subcommittee headed by 
Rep. John Sheffield of Brooks 
County, an administration leader. 

Sheffield’s group was instruct- 
ed to study the bills and the effect 
their passage would have on the 
state’s over-all fiscal picture. 


The action came shortly after 
the House defeated, 109 to 75, the 
latest in a long series of attempts 
to give Georgia cities ‘‘home 
rule.’”” The bill was killed after 
it was riddled with crippling 
amendments from the floor. 


The tax bills weré sponsored by 
a number of House members, 
many of whom ran on tax-cutting 
platforms last year. 
| They are resigned to cut auto 
‘tag taxes by about 50 per cent 
by returning the rates to their 
1955 levels and reduce income 
taxes by permitting deduction of 
federal income payments on state 
returns. 

A ruling by Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook Monday knocked out simi- 
lar bills that had been intro- 
duced in the Senate. Cook ruled 
that tax measures could not be 
initiated in the Senate under 
Georgia’s Constitttion. 

Rep. Edgar H. Wilson of Bibb 
County, chief sponsor of the 
House bills, argued that the auto 
tag reduction would cost the state 
about $4,000,000 in tax loss. He’ 
said this could be absorbed with- 
out curtailing essential state 
services. ' 

“This bill has the demand of 
the people on it,’’ Wilson said. 
“If we wait for a time that we 
can’t find a place to spend money 
before reducing taxes, we’ll never 
get relief.’’

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Dual Jobs Violate 
Checks, Balances 


Georgia House members are facing 
up to a vote on a bill which in its original 
intent would ban Assembly members 
from holding state jobs and state job- 
holders from becoming legislators. 

They would do well to review the 
system of checks and balances on which 
our representative system of government 
was founded. 

The intent of the founders was that 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
branches of government should be sep- 
arate and independent of each other. At 
the same time provisions were made for 
each of the branches to have a check on 
the other. 

When a person serves in both the legis- 
lative and executive branches the princi- 
ple of checks and balances is violated. 
What happens then is too much check and 
not enough balance. 

Executive branches of the government 
can promote built-in lobbies on the As- 
sembly floor by urging candidacies for 
the Assembly from among those on the 
department payroll. It has happened here. 

Let those who favor the dual role in 
the Georgia Legislature ask themselves 
how they’d like it if the Congress were 
run on the same basis. 

Would they favor John Foster Dulles 
and the State Department maintaining a 
bloc of employes-on-leave in the Senate? 
Or Herbert Brownell releasing Justice 
Department men by temporary resigna- 
tion to represent him in the U.S. House? 

The bill banning state jobholders in 
legislative posts was a good bill as drawn 
by Sen. George Jackson of Gray. The 
Georgia House should refuse the Senate 
debilitating amendment and pass the bill 
in its original form. 

The principle of checks and balances 
has been violated by executive-legislative 
“marriages” in Georgia. The time has 
come for complete separation. 
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Georgia Should Retain 
School Attendance Law 


An unsound bill that would cripple 
mdny Georgia schools and jeopardize the 
education of countless youths is headed 
for a bitter battle in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

The measure, which would abolish 
Georgia’s compulsory school attendance 
law, has the backing of the Griffin ad- 
ministration. But strong opposition has 
shaped up from legislators who recognize 
the bill for what it is—a danger to the 
state’s education system. 

The proposal, recommended by the 
Georgia Education Commission, origi- 
nally was aimed at strengthening the 
state’s segregation defenses. However, 
the House State of Republic Commit- 
tee rejected an amendment’ which 
would have made repeal of the compul- 
sory school attendance law contingent 
upon a school desegregation order in 
Georgia. 

The bill as it now stands would give 
parents free rein as to whether children 
go to school or not. 

Teachers are allotted on the basis of 
average daily attendance of pupils. An 
upsurge in absenteeism would cost schools 
a number of teachers. 

Being absent a day here and a day 
there encourages total drop-outs by the 
student. Staying away from school be- 
comes a habit. 

Georgia needs all the teachers and 
educated youths possible. The state has 
done much in recent years to erase the 
stigma it once had at the bottom of the 
nation’s education ladder. It cannot afford 
to let ill-advised politics grease the rungs 
to skid it backward. 
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Bipartisanship Suffers 
With Mr. Dulles Around 


If President Eisenhower wants to re- 
store a bipartisan foreign policy and im- 
prove his relations with Congress, the 
resignation of John Foster Dulles as sec- 
retary of state is the first order of busi- 
ness. 

The going-over that Dulles has been 
receiving at the hands of Democrats in 
the Senate is ample proof that the ma- 
jority in Congress lacks confidence in 
him. They charge correctly that the sec- 
retary himself played politics with for- 
eign policy in the last presidential cam- 
paign, closing his own and the country’s 
eyes to what was happening in the Mid- 
dle East. 

They point out—correctly, too—that* 
lack of action in the Middle East re- 
sulted in the present situation and the 
deterioration of relations with our major 
allies. 


Meanwhile, it appears that the Eisen- 
hower Middle East Doctrine finally will

One vehicle left in such an area beyond 
the deadline has the effect of blocking 
an entire lane of traffic on key streets 
during the rush hours. It happens reg- 
ularly. 

Atlanta thoroughfares simply do not 
have room for parked cars and moving 
vehicles. Traffic must be kept rolling. 

The sensible solution is strict enforce- 
ment of a policy of “No parking at any 
time”? where congestion is heavy. 

Motorists must be stopped from using 
busy streets as hitching posts.

State Training Schools | 
Need More Facilities 


While forging ahead in many fields 
Georgia has failed to meet the growing 
needs of its correctional training schools. 

The Boys’ Training School at Mil- 
ledgeville is so crowded that it has a wait- 
ing list extending to the end of February. 

Training schools throughout the state 
are full. More dormitory and other fa- 
cilities are needed. 

Meanwhile, rehabilitation for recently 
convicted juveniles is suffering. 

Placing them in jail cells with hard- 
ened criminals would not serve a useful 
purpose. Neither, in many instances, will 
releasing the offenders to the custody of 
their parents. The latter is being done in 
some cases due to lack of a better alter- 
native. 

Georgia’s population is growing. There 
are more youngsters now than there were 
when the training schools were built. 

Unfortunately, juvenile delinquency 
also has a larger field from which to 
claim its members. The state must not 
neglect their rehabilitation after they are 
apprehended. Otherwise, we can expect 
repeat performances from them.

Governor's Budget Powers 


In Georgia political circles it’s a well-known but seldom admitted 
fact that state legislators listen to the authoritative boom of the gov- 
ernor’s voice with as much anticipation and anxiety as Britons listened 
to the whistle of an approaching V-1 rocket during World War II. 


Few other states, if any, put the 
wishes and words of the chief ex- 
ecutive upon such a hallowed ped- 
estal as does the state of Georgia. 
It takes no more than a simple 
buzz through the state capitol dur- 
ing a legislative session to find 
that, more often than not, solons 
are whispering, ‘“‘What does the 
governor want on this bill?’’ rather 
than ‘“‘What do we want on this 
bill?”’ 

Despite Georgia’s Assembly far- 
rago, it is easy to find answers to 
two questions. First, how does the 
governor hold such an all-power- 
ful position? Secondly, and even 
more important, is this guberna- 
torial status healthy for the state? 

Georgia’s General Assembly with 
259 members, 205 in the House and 
54 in the Senate, is the fifth largest 
and almost twice the median size 
of state legislatures in the United 
States. Gather this crowd in the 


The governor has the clincher 
in the form of budget control. He 
almost singlehandedly manages 
state finances, excepting the dubi- 
ous influence which the state audi- 
tor and a few administrative under- 
lings may wield. Thus the gover- 
nor holds the price tag on any 
county or its representatives. Any 
Assembly attendant who steps too 
independently can be made to walk 
a chalk line “‘or else.” The ‘else’ 
being, of course, less funds to a 
representative’s home county. 

A healthy situation for Georgia? 
Gov. Marvin Griffin thinks so. In 
his budget message to the General 
Assembly, he says: 

“In the final analysis, the gov- 
ernor’s resolute leadership forms 
the last rampart of defense to pro- 
tect the rights of our people.”

A bill to amend the controver- 
sial newspaper libel law enacted 
last year is also expected to be 
introduced formally Wednesday. 


The author of the bill is Rep. 
John D. Odom of Camden Coun- 
ty. 

The bill would enable a per- 
son to file suit against a news- 
paper in his home county, pro- 
vided the paper had a circula- 
tion of 50 or more in the coun- 
ty, or in the county where the 
paper is published. He could not 
file actions in both places. 

Under present law, libel ac- 
tions may be brought in any 
county in which a newspaper has 
a circulation of 50 or more. 

Odom said he had discussed 
changes in the libel law with 
Gov. Griffin. The legislator said 
Griffin had told him he would 
“go along with an amendment 
that was reasonable and consti- 
tutional.”’ 

“The attorney general says the 
bill is constitutional,’’ Odom said. 
“Therefore, I have every rea- 
son to believe the governor will 
go along with my bill the way 


it stands.”’

In fiscal 1946-47, the state spent

spent at the Negro boys’ school;

“It isn’t easy,”’ Judge Woolfolk said. “It isn’t simple. It 
would be much simpler to let them go to traffic court and let 
the parent fork over a fine. In fact, some parents see no reason 
why we should be harder on children who violate traffic laws 
than the traffic judge is with grown-ups. But I believe if we can 
keep the child for two years—when he is 15 and has a learner's 
permit and then when he’s 16—we’ll turn YU, out some good 
drivers!’ 

Judge Woolfolk explained the juvenile court system, and as 
a mother with teen-age drivers in the family, I don’t mind ad- 
mitting that it makes me a little nervous. If one of my children 
is arrested for a traffic violation, it seems I’m subject to prose- 
cution, too. 

Parents are required to go into juvenile court and talk to 
both the judge and the probation officer. The initial effort is to 
find out the child’s attitude and knowledge of the law. Many 
teen-agers, particularly boys, know a great deal more about the 
heartbeat of their motorized steed than they know about the law. 
So Judge Woolfolk suspends the license and gives the youngster 
a copy of the uniform traffic code and a pamphlet of city ordi- 
nances. He may also send the young driver to traffic school, but 
in any case he makes him pass a written test. 


The parent is held responsible for keeping his unlicensed 
driver from under the wheel. Judge Woolfolk cited the case of a 
15-year-old whose license was suspended. While it was suspended 
an indulgent father allowed him to drive the family car to church. 

“Of all the times to violate the law,’’ Judge Woolfolk re- 
marked, ‘‘on the way to church!’’ 

Only the child didn’t go to church. He went to a drag race 
outside the city somewhere, was picked up by police after an 
accident and brought into juvenile court. Judge Woolfolk promptly 
called in the father and bound him over to criminal court! The 
child ended up in the training school.

LONDON, Jan. 29 (#—Prince Charles set a royal 
precedent Monday by enrolling in a school where young- 
sters are taught to give way if necessary in the interests 


of team play. 

A Buckingham Palace 
spokesman said it was the first 
time that an heir to the throne 
has taken his place in a regular 
classroom with other. boys 
under age 10. 

The 8-year-old prince was ex- 
cited and happy on his first day 
at school. 


Charles has already learned 
the fundamentals of reading, 
writing and arithmetic under a 
private tutor. 


SOCCER, WRESTLING 


The prince is attending Hill 
School, a few blocks from the 
palace. It is run by a 47-year- 
old former army colonel. Here 
he’ll get football, soccer and 
wrestling, painting, scripture 
and acting in addition to the 
usual studies. He'll also get a 
report card. 


Wearing the standard school 
uniform of cinnamon-colored 
cap and blazer, Charles was 
right on time for the bell at 
9 a.m. 


The royal heir was driven to 
school in a limousine. His 
mother, Queen Elizabeth II, 
did not accompany him. 

“And nobody stayed with 
him,”’ the headmaster said. 
‘‘He had to take his chance with 
the other boys having his milk 
in the middle of the morning, 
his lunch, and taking the same 
subjects as the other boys in his 
class.”’ 

The Queen and her husband, 
the Duke .of Edinburgh, are 
anxious for their son to lead as 
normal a school life as possible. 
The palace at first withheld the 
name of the school in an at- 
tempt to keep away the curious. 

In addition to having Charles 
rub elbows with other boys, it 
was reported the duke was 
anxious to get his son’ away 
from the staff of nannies and 
governesses who dominate chil- 
dren in Buckingham Palace, 
Sandringham and other royal 
homes.
